The Scotch Coal Miners 


GIASOOW, Aug UO 'Ihe result of a 


ballot taken along the Scotch coal miners

Taken with a Fit While Mending the 


Roof of a Church 


If John Page ever tacks slates again 


on a slanting roof after his experience of 
I'luesday, he Is a brave man. 
But 


braver man is Charles Kline, his fellow 
roofer who, at Imminent, risk of an awlu 
death, held him, struggling In a lit, ovei 
a gutters edge sixty feet above ground 
says the New York Herald. 


It was nearly half an hour bofoie help 


came, and Kline's only hold was a tin 
gutter that bent beneath the grip of th 
one foot which reached ilt 
It is not fto 


be wondered that heneaWy fainted when 
rescued.

John Page, who has been sixteen veais

The men ran a ladder from the altey 


up to the roof and ascended it. Kl 
went up Ilrst aud was soon busily 
gaged in mending the roof 
Page went 


up later, taking materials with him. The 
two worked steadily for a while without 
"peaking 
Then Paijo began to' aet 


peculiarly, as though he wore III, but as 
he disclaimed any ailment Kline paid him 
no attention 


It was about the middle of the morn 


Ing when Kline, hearing a pecullai sliding 
noise, turned and saw his fellow work- 
man lying flat on the slanting roof 
slowly Blipplng to the edge 
lie was 


working his whole body convulsivcly( 
and clutching at 
the slates, but, ol 


course, unable to grasp them 


Kline shouted to him, but he did not 


answer, lie only slipped further towaid 
the edge 
It took only a moment for 


Kline to reall/e that his assistant was In 
a lit and would plunge over the root's 
edge to certaifl death in a few seconds 
unless rescued 
) 


Kline did not pause to consider the 


risk, but clambered over the slanting 
roof with that surety of hold which only 
a long practiced roofer can command 
He threw his left arm around his com- 
rade, clutching the slates with his right 
hand and both feet 


He might have held him there, but 
Page, who Was clearlv In a lit, struggled 
violently. Despite Mine's every eflort 
the two began to slip downward. Kline 
shouted with all the strength of hia 
lungs, buj; there was no one lo hear 
He yelled tp Page to keep quiet, but tho 
stricken man only struggled the harder 


Down the slope the pair moved toward 


that edge, i Kline spat upon hla hand and 
pressed the slates, but he could not stay 
that leisurely but steady deflcenl 
He 


moved his feet about frantically for some 
excressence In the smoothness of slates, 
but he found none. If Page'would only 
stop struggling he might hold still, bift 
the madman, gurgling a id spitting, was 
In constant motion. 


Oh, for some help' But what help 


could there be In that place' Still Klin, 
did not cease to cry out. He knew that 
if he let go his comrade he might save 
himself, but he would not let him go 


And so they slipped down slowly but 


surely, until the slates ceased, and one 
of Kline's feet overhung the sixty foot 
abvss. 


It was his List chance. He thrust his 


left toe sharply downward and it caught 
the gutter 
With an effort hq Increased 


his foothold upon this slender support 
His right leg was bent up under him, his 
right arm sprawling upward grasping

steady 
For more than] half an hour,

began to grow faint with the struggle, 
when help came 


Tbe roof window in the Marlborough 


Hotel was scarcely nil feet away from 
the two men all this tlmV In It suddenly 
appeared a chambermaid who, In .seeing 
them^ screamed and ran away 'Ihls gave 
Kline renewed heart. 


The maid's screams attracted the house- 


keeper, who called Theodore Lencreaux, 
a colored hall boy, who happened to be 
on the floor. Leuereaux rail to the win- 
dow, climbed partly oat| on the church 
roof and, held by those within, succeeded 
In grasping Page's hand. He pulled him 
gently toward him, Kllde pushing from 
tho other side. 
In this way the two 


roofers were brought plose under the 
hotel window. 
< 


Right here Page redoubled his strug- 
gles. Kline got both feet on the narrow 
tin gutter and gave all his strength to 
holding the man In check and Lenereaux 
meantime held him firmly by tho collar. 
But more help was needed before a 
rescue could be made, tor the window 
was three feet above theiroof. 


At this junction GeorgeCovell, another 


colored bell boy, appeared and he and 
Lenereaux succeeded In hauling Page in 
at the window. 
Kline, | relieved of his 


charge, quickly climbed in after, and 
nearly fainted when he realized that the 
awful strain was over. 


Page rapidly recovered when he was 


once in the room and was soon able to go 
down stairs. He then went to hie em- 
ployer's office, accompanied by Kline. 
He bad never had a fit before In all his 
sixteen years'' experience as a roofer. 
He did not go back to work again, but 
Kline did, notwithstanding hi > awful ex- 
perience of the morning.,
